Re 
medy: As to turnips. young exh- 
bages, ete., except lettuces. Paris 
Green solution ifs recommended for 
the red turnip beetle. The difficu'ty 
is in getting at the underside of th> 
leaf, as the insects principaily attack 
from the underside. ip the case of 
lettuces, Hellebore shonld be verd. 
Scatter on the leaves ag much under- 
veath as possible when the dew is on, 
a mixture of one pound of Hol’evore 
to two pounds of sifted ashes.
